Some associates say his plans 
are very general and subject to 
quick change when necessary. 


His recent demand for a collec- 


tive bargaining conference between 
the 
General 
Motors 
corporation 


and the United Automobile Work- 
ers, lent support to this suggestion. 


Early last summer, Lewis an- 


nounced simultaneous drives for 
steel, automobiles and rubber, with 
the emphasis apparently on steel. 


Then came a conference between 


the CIO chief and Homer Martin, 
president of the auto union.

Petty concerns 
engross the Interest of most per- 
sons.The Mind's Unused Wings. 
All the while the truth abides 
that'the most distinctive and stu- 
pendous fact about the human 
race Is that it is able to think 
gr«at 
thoughts 
upon 
great 
themes. Grovel though they may 
In- trivialities, men are still souls 
endowed with wings. It Is within 
their power to think of the hu- 
man race Itself, and even of the 
Eternal'who created and rules all 
As the most depressing truth 


about our times is the superficial- 
ity and unimportance of the in- 
terests to which most of us de 
yote our powers, so the sublimes 
truth about us Is that we are able 
as Kepler, the astronomer said, to 
think God's thoughts after Him 
Why should spirits that were cre- 
ated to sonr to content to grovel. 
What word can be spoken 
that 


will lift human beings, and es- 
pecially youth. Into the higher and 
diviner conceptions of living?

literature, the Gospel of 
John,

words—thought-starting and awe- 
,son»e—"In^tlie beginning was the 
'Word, the "the Word was with 
God, 
and the Word was God." 
Here Is the strongest meat that 
mortal mind can masticate. Only 
real brains, man-size, and human 
spirits endowed with Divine qual- 
ities, can grasp this truth. It is 
a summons to do 
high, 
hard 
thinking, upon supremest themes. 
All that man has 
ventured 
to 
Imagine, 
concerning the begin- 


nings of creation and the nature 
of the Deity, Is brought to a fo- 
cus In these few words.

A Best Friend's Biography. 
Not without reason is this the 
latest written of the Gospels, pro- 
duced, probably at Ephesus, a seat 
of Graeco-Roman philosophy, about 
the end of the first century.

portray the eternal nature of the 
Christ; His oneness 
with 
the 
Father, His mission as the Christ 
—the very "Word," or expression, 
of God. 
Steadying A Shaky Day. 
One of the great modern phil- 
osophers said, "All problems are 
ultimately theological." Every po- 
litical and social 'question roots 
back to the character of God; for 
thereby the duty of man Is de- 
termined. Our time, epochal and 
changeful as It Is, has been ex- 
perimenting with all sorts of des- 
perate short cuts out of its di- 
lemmas. Political and social nos- 
trums without number are being 
offered 
and tried. Nevertheless, 


sober thought makes clear that 
the only clear "way out' 
Is by 
an understanding and acceptance 
of the nature and will of the 
Eternal. God is the missing fac- 
tor In the solution of every one 
of our 
problems. 
Communism, 
Fascism and Nazltsm are merely 
temporary expedients, doomed by 
the divine spark that Is In the 
breast of every mortal.

He sees that 
his fight against the Chris- 
tian church doesn't do him 
any good. He even shows 
occasional signs of seeing 
that his persecution of the 
Jews hurts Germany.

ed improved values of securities 
and other property, they said, but

rate each year. 
They reported $375,353.46 of the 


collections resulted from the aet 
of the legislature in 1933 allowing 
Texas to obtain a refund of 80 
per cent of the estate taxes col- 
lected by the federal government 
In this state. Sen. Ben G. ONeal of 
Wichita Falls sponsored the pro- 
posal.

The Texas supreme 
court 


ruled today 
that 
theater 


bank nights involved 
the 


lottery principle and there- 
fore were condemned by the 
state constitution as being 
against public policy. 


Chief Justice C. 
M. 
Cureton 


wrote the opinion in the case of 
the City of Wink vs. The Griffith 
Amusement company. 


The opinion did not decide the 
important question 
of 
whether 


bank nights were a lottery or 
merely a gift enterprise Involving 
the lottery principle. There are 
criminal laws against lotteries but 
none against enterprises Involving 
the lottery principle. 


Assistant Attorney General Ver- 


non Coe said after a preliminary 
study of the opinion that the at- 
torney general's department might 
be able to proceed against Cor- 
porations operating bank nights. 
He pointed to Judge Cureton's 
language that "the right to enjoin 
a corporation for violating 
the 


public policy of the state as an 
abuse of Its corporate 
franchise 
has been confided to the attorney 
general." 


"There are In a lottery," Judge 


Cureton wrote, "three 
necessary 


elements—the offering of a prize, 
award of the prize by chance, and 
giving of a consideration for an 
opportunity to win the prize. But 
thn constitution condemns those 
things which fall short of contain- 
ing all the essential elements of a 
lottery—namely, those things which 
Involve the lotlery principle, of 
which 'chance' is the one which 
constitutes the very basis of a lot- 
tery, and without which It would 
not be a lottery. 


"The Griffith Amusement com- 
pany's bank night plan obviously 
was an evasion of the lottery laws 
by the avoidance of a direct charge 
for prize chances (all other ele- 
men.s of a lottery being present) 
but nevertheless, having the ob- 
ject of enriching the defendant In 
error by the 'chance1 of gain just 
as much as though a direct charge 
had been made therefor—manifest- 
ly an attempted 'avoidance' of the 
lottery statute 'by artifice1 In ac 
cordance with the generally ac- 
cepted definition 
of 
'evasion.' 


Therefore, the 
amusement com- 
pany's bank 
night plan stands 


condemned by the constitution of 
Texas." 


First Ruling on Matter. 
It was the first time the state's 


highest court In civil matters had 
spoken on the question. A case 
was pending In the court of crim- 
inal appeals. The court of civil 
appeals here ruled a short time 
ago that bank nights were legal 
because no charge was made for 
a 
chance 
to win the 
theater 


award. 


The legislature last fall Imposed 
a tax on bank night prizes but 
emphasized Its action was not in- 
tended to legalize anything for- 
merly illegal. 
The Wink case 
reached 
the 


court of last resort after the city 
had been unsuccessful in the low- 
er courts in Its efforts to uphold 
an 
ordinance 
prohibiting 
the 


drawings. The supreme court like- 
wise refuged to uphold the ordi- 
nance, asserting it was void be- 
cause Its penalties conflicted with 
those fixed for lotteries by state 
statute, and the duty to proceed 
against theaters rested with the 
attorney general and 
not 
with 


cities. The case therefore was re- 
versed nnd dismissed. 


Condemned By Constitution. 
Judge Cureton said the consti- 


tution condemned lotteries, 
gift 


enterprises and other evasions in- 
volving the lottery principle. 


"Lotteries only," he wrote, "have 


been prohibited by the penal code 
In accordance with the constitu- 
tional mandate. 
Gift enterprises 


and other evasions Involving the 
lottery principle nevertheless re- 
main and stand condemned by the 
constitution as being against pub- 
lic policy."

Graw said he would not know 
what action he would take until 
he had studied the opinion. He
